SPEAKER NICHOL: A motion to adjourn can be thrown out
anytime.

SENATOR V. JOHNSON: I understand. Okay.
SPEAKER NICHOL: 1I'm not advocating it but then...
SENATOR V. JOHNSON: I understand that.

SPEAKER NICHOL: ...I answered your question. Will you
please check in. Will you look up here, please, and Senator
Schmit and so forth, see if your light is turned on. 1
guess they all are now. Now we are all here. And do you
wish a roll call vote, Senator Newell? A roll call vote and
we are voting on the Newell amendment. Continue, Mr. Clerk.

CLERK: (Roll call vote taken as found on page 2277 of the
Legislative Journal.) 22 ayes, 16 nays on adoption of the
amendment.

SPEAKER NICHOL: The amendment fails. Do you have anything
else?

CLERK: Mr. President, I have a motion by Senator Newell and
Senator Lamb to suspend the rules and vote without further
amendment and/or debate on the advancement of 457.

SPEAKER NICHOL: Any debate on the motion to suspend? Are
there other amendments, Mr. Clerk?

CLERK: Yes, sir, there are.

SPEAKER NICHOL: Okay, you have heard the motion to suspend
the rules.

SENATOR NEWELL: I would like to make one little argument.
SPEAKER NICHOL: All right.
SENATOR NEWELL: Not a big one. Let me say this. I think
